minimum living wage, meaning by that, a wage 
which will enable a man to support himself and 
family in a decent and reasonable way, having 
in mind particularly that he shall have enough 
not merely ‘to provide his family with necessary 
food, clothing and housing, but also to give to 
his children that.opportunity for education’ and 
advancement which is the birthright of every 
American citizen, When it comes to going ve- 
yond the amount necessary for this purpose, then 
the company’s financial condition, the profits 
that it is making, its ability to get other men 
and the scale of wakes paid by other similar 
concerns, all become important factors. But up 
‘to the minimum point of paying a living wage 
we believe: the charge for wages is a charge 
upon the business which is prior to everything 
else.” 

EXPLAIN STAND on EIGHT-HOUR DAY

point out that the establishment of such a8

The inevitable result 
of granting the request of the men for an eight- 
hour day would be to throw the company into 
immediate bankruptcy, and would be disastrous 
to the men, the company and the public alike.” 

Three demands were filed“by the company with 
the board of arbitration, one of them referring 
to the union’s right, under the award af the 
War Labor Bourd, to demand’ a readjustment 
now, and another to the question of hours. 
These, the arbiters point out, have been previous- 
ly noted. But with regard to a third demand 
of the company, that it be given some assurance 
the men will abide by their new contract, the 
arbiters state their inability to_give-sueh—assur- 
ance in the following terms; = 

“The third (demand of the company) is a de- 
mand that since the men went out on strike 
in violation of their contract, some assurance 
be given the company that they will now abide 
by their contract and this award. Just what 
assurance can be given is not suggested and we 
know of none. The cause of organized Yabor 
depends fundamentally upon organized labor 
living up‘ to ita contracts, but if the men them- 
selves will not perceive this and voluntarily ful- 
fill their agreements, we know of no machinery 
at the present tinie by “which they can be com- 
pelled to do so. Upon this point of assurance 
all that we can do is to say that it is beyond 
our power.”
